all of his teammates were present 
for the funeral The Little League 
also showed up laid night for a 
viewing at the Beck-Dougherty 
mortuary,

Road, 
with more than 
1,000 persons 
present during a few short and 
grief-studded hours, 
Died Thursday 
Al died last Thursday night In 
Children's Hospital. Philadelphia, 
following a brain injury he appar­ 
ently had suffered during a Little 


League baseball game almost a 
week earlier. Four operations per­ 
formed by nuriMwrgeons at the 
hospital had failed to save his 
life. 
An autopsy performed by Dr 
Joseph E. Campbell of the Phila­ 
delphia Medical Examiner's office 
has shown that the cause of 
death was a brain hemorrhage 
However, no one knows yet exact­ 
ly when during the game Al suf­ 
fered the injury that brought 
about the hemorrhage.
